Cypress Trees to Be Used 
Along River Bank 


Today men and team s from tile Gar­ 
den Grove section began work on the 
west side of the Santa Ana river be­ 
low the Olive bridge to build a brush 
and wire dam to prevent floods of the 
coming winter from leaving the river 
at that point. 
Last winter flood w ater left 
the 
river, and went across country to Gar­ 
den Grove, where it was backed up 
by the Pacific Electric tracks, with the 
result that water stood four or five 
feet deep in the stores. 
Garden Grove will never have an­ 
other experience like that, for the P. 
E. tracks are being lowered. 
Ranchers and others interested in 
preventing further overflow have gath­ 
ered, together a fund of $500 or $600 
to be used for tem porary protective 
work. 
Stakes are to be driven 
and 
wires stretched for a distance of a 
mile and a half. Already 600 cypress 
trees have been secured. 
These will 
be cut, dragged to the river and placed 
in a position where they will do the 
most good in turning a current.

We did not passively permit this. 
We actively did ILyWe actively inter­ 
vened to destroy the only government 
Mexico had and then refused to inter­ 
vene or help to establish another one.

And, second, we have conducted our­ 
selves, in Mexico, where blundering 
was less than fatal, in a manner, and 
on principles and by mental processes 
which if applied to the constructive 
problems of a rebuilding world, after 
Eureopean peace is declared, would be 
worse than fatal—they would he con­ 
temptible. 
Do we want to tackle our job, when 
the big day comes, in the manner we 
have muddled this nearer and smaller 
Job. 
lf not, then we must get a new ad­ 
ministration, for the job. 
That is why we "harp on Mexico.” 


Why harp of Mexico? 
Are we not 
“out of the w ar” with Mexico? 
And 
are we not “letting Mexico alone, to 
solve her own problems?” And what 
is the importance of it, anyway? 
Decidedly, we are not “out of w ar;” 
but, by the decision of the advocate 
general of our own army, we are, if 
not "ut” war, then “in” war; if not

Marauding bandits live by steal­ 
ing what little is left of the accumula­ 
tions of past industry, and peaceful 
people live or die, as luck has it. The 
governments of the old regime 
are 
gone; 
the 
constructive 
revolutions 
looking toward a new regime have 
destroyed each other, and nothing is 
left but aim less, hopeless anarchy. All 
we did not merely suffer to happen— 
we caused it to happen. And then, hav­ 
ing caused it, we offered no cure but 
an irritating wedge of dug-in troops, 
powerless to act and forbidden to re­ 
turn—until after election; 
and 
our 
chief m aterial contribution has been 
to supply all the guns and all the am­ 
munition with whic the Mexicans mur­ 
der each other and our citizens and 
soldiers.

Thereupon the P resident 
went to Congress, asking au ­ 
thority to use the armed forces 
of the United States.

ed. 
It appeared that a shipload 
of ammunition for Huerta w as 
about to enter that port. T here 
was a natural opposition to th is 
invasion and a battle occurred

and over a hundred M exicans 
were killed.

Our dead 
sold iers 
were
